EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 4 and 7 are currently depended on claims 17 and 9, respectively. 
Claims 1,2,3, 5, and 6 are cancelled,

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4, 7, 8, and 9-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references has failed to teach applicant's claimed invention, "a gate of 
the photosensitive transistor being connected to a second selection line for 
providing independent voltage control" in claim 9, and "a second transistor for 
applying a data signal to the drive transistor, a gate of the second transistor 
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Art Unit: 2629 

being connected to a row selection line" in claim 17 in combination with other 
limitations of claims 9 and 17.
